SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y., August 4 — 
Racegoers were treated to almost every ' 
brand of weather at the Saratoga course this | 
afternoon. There was a lively thunderstorm ' 
before the first race after a truly hot fore- | 
noon. Then the sun shone fervidly and | 
this was followed by a dismal drizzle, with i 
a gradually falling temperature, until before 
the fourth race was run it was a really I 
disagreeable day for the sport. This made 
a marked change in the track condition and 
some of the races were cut to pieces rather I 
badly by the blue pencil. | 

The feature of the afternoon w'as the Sara- | 
toga Sales Stakes, a new offering for the | 
two-year-olds at five and a half furlongs, | 
to w'hich the sales company, selling the win- j 
ner as a yearling, added a cup. This only 
had three starters. They were R. T. Gerry's 
I’yclops, the Greentree Stable's Dustabout 
and Bud Fisher’s Dream Star, an added j 
starter. It resulted in a great contest. Cy- ' 
clops was winner, although forced to do his j 
best, first to catch Dream Star and then to 
withstand the final challenge of Dustabout. | 
The start was a good one and while Cyclops 1 
left the post first in good style Dream Star I 
proved such a sure enough mud runner that I 
she soon caught him and had him headed. ! 
The race was run during a drizzling rain- 
storm. *At the head of the stretch McAfee | 
had to rouse Cyclops up vigorously to send I 
him after Dream Star, while Dustabout, after | 
being badly outpaced through the early run- 
ning, was beginning to close up himself. I 
liight to the end Dustabout continued to j 
gain, but Cyclopse was too good for him. 
Dream Star tired from her early efforts, j 
but was a close third. The ra<*e was worth 
$3,175 to the winner, besides the handsome 
silver cup that was presented by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company.

Smoke Screen. I.,ady Madcap and Best Pal. | 
The change in the condition of the going | 
resulted in the withdraw'al of Mad Hatter, 
Broomster and Billy McDaughlin. 

With only a short delay at the post the 
field was sent away in excellent alignment 
and Blazes set out to show the wa>^ Georgie 
w^as right after him and Thomas had to 
rouse Thimble sharply with the whip to have 
her within hailing distance of the first two. 
It was apparent early that both Best Pal 
and l^dy Madcap were at a disadvantage in 
the going, while Smoke Screen was a bit 
sluggish in the early running. 

GEORGIE TAKES THE I.EAD. 

On the backstretch Georgie took the lead 
away from Blazes and when turning into the 
stretch he was showing the way. Smoke 
Screen had moved up on the outside and was 
lapped on Thimble, which was racing along 
on the inside, but the others could not im- 
prove their positions. Kummer had saved 
some ground on the turns with Blazes and 
he gained on Georgie after making the turn 
for home. Both of the leaders swung out 
a bit where there w’as better going, while 
Thomas hung to the rail with Thimble. He 
saved ground by this, but that was more 
than offset by reason of the fact that he 
was in going that was deep. Thimble re- 
sponded resolutely when called on and when 
an eighth from the finish she seemed the 
winner, but the deep going told its tale and 
when McAtee went at Georgie again with 
her, the son of Star Shoot was ready and 
at the end was the winner by a half lengith, 
while Blazes and Thimble were so closely 
lapped that there was doubt as to which had 
taken second place until the number of the 
filly was displayed.

Saturday is always a big day at Saratoga. For the first week-end holiday of the present 
meeting a typical Saratoga program is offered with the Miller Stakes for three-year olds and 
the United States Hotel Stakes for two-year-olds as the premier attractions. 

The Miller was run prior to 1920 as the Kenner Stakes and changed to its present name 
in honor and memory of Andrew Miller, the redoubtable New York turfman, best known as 
the owner of the famous Roamer. As the Kenner, this great three-year-old race was first run 
in 1870 and it will be decided for the thirty-third time today. Strange to relate the initial 
decision of this stake brought a greater monetary return than it has in any subsequent year. 
But no matter how small or large was the money offering the Miller always attracted the 
best horses of each year and continues to do so. 

The field for today's contest is small in numbers, but sparkles in quality. The Rancocas 
Stable’s Kai Sang is the overnight favorite, with H. P. Whitney’s Futurity winner. Bunting, the 
second choice. Two western representatives in Bet Mosie and Startle are expected to make it 
interesting for the Easterners. Bunting’s performance today will be the cynosure of all eyes 
in view of the report of the sale of W'hiskaway, presumably on the strength of trainer James 
Rowe’s faith in the Futurity winner. It has been reported that Rowe had said several times 
that Bunting was a better colt than Whiskaway. It should be a great race, no matter which 
horse wins.

LATEST GOSSIP FROM SARATOGA 



James P. Ross, superintendent at Havre de 
Grace, was among the arrivals of the day. 

John McE. Bowman has decided to bring 
the young stalilon Top Hat back to this 
country' from Cuba, w’here he has been stand- 
ing. He will be managed by Christopher 
J. Fitz Gerald, who owuis a half interest, and 
will stand at a Kentucky farm, according to 
the present plans. Top Hat is a son of 

Hastings and Topiary', and. accordingly, a 
half brother to both Tracery and Trap Rock. 
He may be a valuable addition to the stock 
horses of the country. 

It was intended to have a seven-race pro- 
gram tomorrow, but after all the entries 
were in it was decided that six races would 
take care of those entered. An extra race 
for two-year-olds will be put on Monday 
and seven races will be the order for that 
program. This is found necessary by reason 
of the great number of two-year-olds at 
the track. It has not yet been decided 
whether or not the post time for the first 
race will be advanced to take care of the 
extra race. 

Follow'ing are the conditions of the sev- 
enth race on Monday, August 7 : For two- 
ycar-olds ; purse $1,000, of which $200 to the 
second and $100 to the third ; winners of a 
race of the value of $3,500 to carry three 
pounds extra ; of two of $3,500 or one of 
$5,000, five pounds extra. Other horses, if 
non-winners of four races, allowed three 
pounds ; of two races and not having won 
at this meeting, seven pounds ; maidens, ten 
pounds. Five and a half furlongs. 

Dream Maker, two-year-old son of Man- 
ager Waite — Dream Girl, for which Frederick 
Johnson is said to have paid Major T. C. 
McDow'ell $20,000 several days ago, arrived 



in the car from Lexington, Ky., with the 
W. B. Miller yearlings. The colt was turned 
over to trainer William McKnight of the 
Johnson establishment yesterday. He stood 
the trip in fine style. 

"Matt Byrnes is endeavoring to interest 
horsemen in his Chestnut Grove Farm at 
Eatontown, New Jersey. He has eighty-three 
acres there and the estate is modern ly 
equipped with fifty-three large box .stalls. It 
also has an excellent polo field. It is opposite 
the old Monmouth I*ark race course and was 
formerly a part of the Lorillard holdings. 

Jockey ,1. Metcalf came dow'n from Canada 
to ride John A. Morri.ssey’s Valley of Dreams 
in the first race. This one is a two-year-old 
bay daughter of Mr. Widener’s young stal- 
lion Mont d’Or and the Nursery bred mare 
Tiptoe. 

James P. Ross, track superintendent at 
Havre de Grace, was an arrival today. He 
said that work on the new clubhouse there 
is progressing rapidly and it will be one of 
the finest in this country when completed. 

Jockey J. Metcalf joined the local riding 
colony, but his stay will be brief, as he plans 
to return to Canada when the J. H Louch- 
heim stable, to which he is under engage- 
ment, resumes activities. 

A1 Burlen, clerk of the scales, has prepared 
a list of the available riders at the track 
with their riding weight, agent and contract 
employer. It is a list that is of decided value 
to horsemen. 

A. B. Hancock was as pleased as anyone 
else over the showing of Blazes in the run- 
ning of the Mechanicville Handicap. He 
bred the son of Wrack and Blazing Star. 

The first French claiming race of the meet- 
ing w'ill be run tomorrow. It will be for 
three-year-olds and over at three-quartersi.

' Procyon Makes Good at Last — 
£1 Jesmar Also Scores in 
Decisive Style. 

H.AMILTON, Ont., August 4.- While there 
was no carded feature this afternoon the pro- 
gram was made up of well-balanced fielu.s, 
which provided interesting and pleasing en- 
tertainment for a good-sized crowd. 

A condition race for three-year-olds and 
over, at a mile and seventy yards, attract* d 
the most attention and as the majority of 
the spectators selected Despair, from the 
A. Swinke stable, his victory was accord- 
ingly popular. He was ridden by J. Rowan 
and. starting forwardly, dominated the run- 
ning throughout. At the end he had a safe 
margin over J. K. L. Ros.s’ Messines. while 
Rubidium was third. The winner ran the 
distance in 1:44^, thus equaling the tra ^k 
record held by Sailing B. 

There was a slight delay at the barrier 
before the field was in alignment. The 
start found Despair leaving quickly, while 
Messines began sideways and carried out 
Redstone. The three were racing for po- 
sitions in the run around the first turn, whde 
Rubidium and Brass Tacks w'ere quickiy 
outdistanced. Despair W'as racing next to 
the inner rail, while Me.ssines was next to 
j him, with Redstone lapped on Messines. 
Rounding the turn into the .stretch Despair 
drew clear under slight pressure and held 
Mes.sines .safe at the end. The latter had no 
e.xcuses to offer. Rubidium, which had 
gradually improved her position, was gaini.ng 
fa.st on the leaders through the final six- 
teenth. 

VARIETY OF WEATHER. 

There w'as a variety of weather offered to 
the patrons this afternoon and rain which 
threatened momentarily held off except for a 
brief sprinkle for a moment, which drove the 
crowd from the lawn to the shelter of the 
stands. The track w'as in better condition 
than which prevailed yesteraay and the 
crowd was of good proportions for an off- 
day. 

There w'as a change from the ordinary run 
of the program this afternoon when the open- 
ing dash of the afternoon w'as contested over 
the turf course and the change failed to 
arouse enthusiasm in the patrons. This af- 
fair was fashioned for ('’anadian-bred three- 
year-olds and over and the winner turned up 
in the odds-on choice I’rocyon. from -he 
.1. K. I... Ross stable, in an easy fashion from 
Xomis, while Carry On was third. Ambrose 
rode the winner and went to the front when 
the barrier was released and rated him 
along under restraint. When called upon he 
easily disposed of Flame and through the 
final eighth Ambrose had a snug hold on 
him. The race was a co.stly one for the Ross 
stable, for he w'as claimed by P. G. Chris- 
topher, who W'as represented in the dash by 
Flame. The claiming price was $2,700. 

Ambrose accounted for his second victory 
of the afternoon when he landed Little Black 
Sheep home first by a nose in a drive from 
Penelope and Bond. The three were closely 
bunched at the end. Little Black Shrep 
was a forw'ard factor all the w'ay. 

After many disappointments El Jesmar, 
which races for J. C. Fletcher, made goed 
in convincing style when he scored by a 
wide margin in a da.sh at a mile and an 
eighth for Canadian-breds. He was ridden 
by Fator, and after follow'ing the pace es- 
tablished by Keltic, raced him into defeat 
when called upon.

Eddie Am- 
brose has been approached and it is more 
than likely that he will ride for the Seagram 
establishment.

(Seventh Article.) 

On another occasion I traveled down from 
Ix>ndon to Newmarket with him. He told 
me that he had running in the first race a 
very promising two-year-old of which Sher- 
wood had a very high opinion. 

We arrived just in time to see the horses 
going out of the paddock and met Sherwood, 
who told him that the horse was still back- 
ward. but that he expected him to beat all 
except the favorite. Kickaby was riding, 
and w'as told not to be hard on the horse 
if he could not win. 

We watched the race together. The favor- 
ite was always going like a winner, but com- 
ing out of the dip Rickaby made his effort 
and for a few strides his horse looked to 
have a winning chance, and, though beaten, 
put up a promising performance. 

Randolph w’as delighted, rushed off to the 
paddock and went up to Rickaby as he was 
riding in, saying:, “Well, how did he run?” 
Kickaby had a good look at the questioner 
and replied, “What the hell is that to do 
with you?” 

Itandolph w'as furious and told Sherwood, 
“Don’t you ever put up that jockey again.” 
Sherwood assured him that Rickaby did not 
know w'ho he was. and Sir Frederick John- 
stone. who overheard the conversation, 
chipped in with, “Of course, with that old hat 
and coat of yours he took you for a tout.” 
But it was not till halfway through a good 
dinner that night that he became molified, 
and then enjoyed the joke more than any- 
one, 

Sherw'ood was a very clever trainer and 
devoted to his master. I am sure that their 
success would have continued, though I 
rather doubt whether Randolph’s racing had 
been financially as satisfactory as he an- 
ticipated. 

When bad health, which for long he strug- 
gled against bravely, at last forced him to 
give up racing, he was a great loss to the 
turf, and ct rtainly to me personally, because, 
although 1 W’as a good deal younger, I found 
him the most delightful of racing compan- 
ions; his wonderful charm, his quickness, 
his love of horses, even his changeable 
moods had made me deeply attached to him, 

8HERWOOI> QUICK TEMPERED. 

Bob Sherwood was a fine fellowr, a most 
kind-hearted and generous man, with a 
quick and fiery temper. He used to be se- 
vere on his jockeys w’hen they did not win 
on some hor.se that he fancied. 

I remember once at Ixjwes, Tom Cannon, 
who frequently rode for him, throwing his 
saddle into a corner of the weighing room 
and e.xclaiming : “You ride your horscis 

yourself ; 1 w’on’t.” But the storm blew 

over quickly, and he was riding for him 
again the next day. His son, the present 
Robert Sherwood, has these same character- 
istics and is w’ell known to be the most hos- 
pitable and generous man in Newmarket. 

l.ord Randolph, having shown his judg- 
ment in selecting a trainer, was no less 
clever in his choice of a jockey, as Tom 
Cannon or Watts was generally associated 
with his victories. For half a century Uie 
name of Cannon has been famous on the 
turf, and w’ell has this reputation been de- 
served. 

Tom Cannon was the elder of two broth- 
ers, a slight, delicate-looking man, good 
looking, a bit of a dandy, and a beautiful 
jockey. I can think of no other word that i 
describes his style so w’ell. In finesse, and 
the fine art of jockeyship, he had no su- 
perior. and in the handling of a tw’o-year- 
old 1 should say no equal. 

At the time of which 1 w’rite he lived at 
Danebury. Stockbridge, where he had a large 
stable of horses both on the flat and over 
fences. He was a good trainer of horses, 
but I think an even better trainer of jock- 
eys, vide his sons Morny Cannon, Kempton, 
Tom, and Charles, Jack Watts and Robin- 
son, who w'cre all under his care as boys, 
and I cannot leave out Mr. Arthur Coven- 
try, far the best gentleman rider I have 
ever .seen. He learned all he knew from 
Tom ('an non. I remember Archer saying 
one day that there w’as no jockey living who 
could give Mr. Coventry five pounds. 

FUN AT DANEBURY. 

At the Bibury Club and Stockbridge meet- 
ings Danebury was a great “rendezvous” 
for all the elite of the turf world. They 
would all go there after the day’s racing, 
and Tom w’as a most perfect and hospitable 
host. 

What fun w’e had in those Bibury Club 
and Stockbridge days ; fishing, bathing, lawn 
tennis in the morning, then racing, and in 
the evening mo.st cheery dinners, either at 
the Bibury Club or at different houses rented 
for the week. Bridge, which has been the 
ruin of social life in England, was not 
then invented. 

Matches were fn'quently made overnight. 

I remember one between Eord Durham and 
the late Lord Herbert Vane-Tempest, in 
which Lord Herbert was beaten, as the 
horse stuck his toes in the ground at the 
start and tried to kick him off. 

Another time there was a private sweep- 
takes for hor.ses ridden by their owmers. 
Harry Milner, who had married the Duchess 
of Montrose, had entered a pretty good 
mare. Shrine. 

On form the race looked a good thing for 
her, but Harry, although he was a plucky 
man to hounds, did not inspire confidence 
as a jockey, and Shrine was known to be 
a fidgety sort of mare. She was very much 
on her toes, and there was quite a crowd 

In the paddock to see him get up. 

SHRINE AND HER JOCKEY. 

After half taking off his overcoat, he pu* 
it on again, declaring he would not get 

up on such a beast. At last he was pre- 
vailed upon to do so, but when Golding 

gave him a leg up he nearly fell off on the 
other side. Eventually he was dispatched 
down the course vowing he w’ould break his 
neck. 

Everyone went back to the stand laugh- 
ing and saying, “We can’t back such a rider ^ 
even with a stone in hand,” and back went 
Shrine in the betting, but in the race she 
jumped off in front and stayed there, and 
Harry Milner sailed home an easy winner, 
looking quite different from the frightened 
object we saw going out of the paddock. 

It then transpired that he and the Duchess 
had landed a good stake, and that all this 
funking had been “put on.” The Duchess 
had been annoyed at hearing that people 
were saying Harry could not ride, so she 
said : “We will teach them a lesson,” and 

she certainly did and had the laugh on | 
everyone. I 



Tom Cannon was king of Stockbridge, and 
his colors in gentleman riders’ races with 
Arthur Coventry up were good to follow. 
With all his suave manner and geniality 
Tom did not wear his heart upon his sleeve, 
knew how to take care of himself and was 
a good business man. 

He made a lot of money selling horses. 
He sold Humewood to Lord Rodney, as 
everyone thought, quite cheaply, before the 
Cesarewitch. I asked Tom why he had 
done this and he said, “Yes, the horse was 
cheap, but l(X)k at the advertisement ; every- 
one who wants a horse will now come to 
buy another cheap one from me.” 

After Mr. Coventry gave up riding I used 
to ride for him, and he taught me what a ! 
mistake it is to tie a j<x:key down with 
many orders. He would tell you what the 
horse wanted and the sort of ra<^ that 
would suit him best, and left the rest to 
the rider. 

But it was quite rare for him to tell his 
jockey to go along; he hated to see horses 
in front, and this has always been a well- 
known characteristic of all the C^annons. 
As I have said, Tom did not wear his heart 
upon his sleeve, and he was as anxious as 
many other people to get a good price when 1 
he bet. 

The next year I rode for him at Stock- 
bridge I was lucky enough to win three | 
races for him. The first horse I rode was ! 
Polemic. I used to bet pretty high in those j 
days and I asked him what sort of a chance 
the horse had, “Well, just a fair chance 
if you are very patient and wait till the ! 
last moment,” said he. I did so, and the 
horse came and won the race cleverly. 

He was in a rsice the next day, weights 
to be declared after the first day’s racing. 
In the evening I saw he had been given 
180 pounds, so I jumped to the conclusion 
that he would not run, and half engaged 
myself to some other horse. 

The next morning Tom said he wanted 
me for Polemic, and as I went out on the 
horse he said : “You had better back him 

again. What do you want on? Don't wait 
with him this time and you will win again,” 
which I did easily. 

Afterward I said I wished I had known 
what a good thing at was the first time, and 
he replied, with a twinkle in his eye :• “Ah ! 
the worst of it is you young gentlemen will 
talk so.” 

I have known and liked many Cannons, 
but Tom’s brother .Joseph, who still lives at 
Lordship Farm, New'market, was my favor- 
ite^ I have known him intimately for over 
thirty years. In fair weather or foul you 
could not put him wrong, and he is the best 
friend I have ever had racing. 

Joe is not quite so tall as his brother 
Tom, but a much stronger man, and before 
I knew him had been a splendid cross- | 
country jockey. He rode and trained Regal 
when he won the Grand National for Cap- 
tain Machell, who had told me that Joe was 
the bravest man he ever saw on a horse, 
but extremely nervous before a race. 

Once in the saddle he was cool and de- 
termined, and Machell was so impressed by 
this that in his later days, when he (Machell) 
had given up steeplechasing, he used to go 
round the paddock before the National to 
find a jockey who loked pale and nervous, 
saying, “If I like his horse I shall back 
him, as I know that man is going to do his 
best,” 

CANNON TRAINS FOB LORD ROSEBERY. 

Joe Cannon left Captain Machell to be- 
come private trainer to Lord Rosebery, a 
connection which lasted for some years until 
Lord Rosebery made one of his periodical 
retirements from the turf. He then set up 
as a public trainer at Grafton House, New- 
market, w’here he quickly got together a 
most micellaneous collection of horses and 
owners, among the latter myself and many 
of my friends. 

None of us had any money, were often 
slow in paying our training bills, and how 
poor Joe carried on I do not know, but they 
were merry times, of which I shall write 
later w'hen I come to ray steeplechasing days. 

All his owners were not men of straw. 
One was .Jack Hammond, who w’on the Cam- 
bridgeshire and a fortune besides with that 
grand mare Florence. Hammond’s career 
was remarkable. He began life as a stable 
boy in Captain Machell’s establishment when 
Cannon was trainer, and before middle age 
he owned St. Gatien, which dead-heated with 
Harv’ester for the Derby, Harvester being 
trained in Captain Machell’s stable. Later 
he W'as Joe Cannon’s richest employer, but 
the connection, successful as it was, did not 
last long. 

Hammond w’as a clever man and a good 
judge of racing and horses, but, above 
all, one of the best gamblers that ever lived. 
He attributed his great success in that line 
to the fact that when he fancied a horse and 
the price was short he had a small stake 
on, but the longer the odds the more heavily 
he bet It is easy to see that this is the 
best policy, but how few of us have the 
pluck to carry it out

tions, were generally kept confined, but woe 
to the stranger who might be passing their 
kennel aftfer nightfall. Should the gates l>e 
open his fate would be melancholy, unless he 
could climb some friendly tree, or the voice 
of the whip of the huntsman came speedily 
to the rescue. The huntsman always pre- 
sided at their meals and it was only by the 
liberal application of the whip-thong that 
anything like order could be preserved among 
these savages of the chase. 

The habit was to hunt three times a week, 
weather permitting. Breakfast was served 
these mornings at candlelight, the General 
always breaking his fast with an Indian corn 
cake and a bowl of milk. Ere the cock had 
“done salutation to the morn,” the whole 
cavalcade would often have left the house, 
and the fox frequently be unkenneled be- 
fore sunrise. 

Those who have seen Washington on horse- 
back will admit that he was the most ac- 
complished of cavaliers in the true sense and 
perfection of the character. He rode, as he 
did everything, with ease, elegance and 
power. The vicious propensities of horses 
were of no moment to this skillful and daring 
rider. He always said that he required but 
one good quality in a horse, to go along, 
and ridiculed the idea of its being even pos- 
sible that he should be unhorsed, provided 
the animal kept his legs. Indeed, the perfect 
and sinewy frame of this admirable man 
gave him such a surpassing grip with his 
knees that a horse might as soon disencum- 
ber itself of the saddle as of such a rider 

The General usually rode a horse called 
Blueskin in the chase. He was of dark iron | 
color, approaching to blue. This was a »ine j 
but fiery animal and of great endurance in i 
a long run. Will, the huntsman, better known I 
in revolutionary lore as Billy, rode a horse ! 
called (?hinkling, a surprising leaper and 
made, like his rider, low but sturdy and of 
great bone and muscle. Will had but one 
order, which was to keep with the hounds. 
Mounted on C^’hinkling, a French horn at his 
back, and throwing himself almost at length 
on the animal, with his spur on its flank, 
this fearless horseman would rush, at full 
speed, through brake or tangled wood, in a 
style at which modern horsemen would stand 
aghast. 

There were roads cut through the woods 
in various directions, by which aged or timid 
hunters and ladies could enjoy the exhilarat- 
ing cry, without risk of life or limb, but 
Washington rode gaily up to his hounds 
through all the difficulties and dangers of the 
grounds on which he hunted. Nor did he 
spare his generous steed, as the distended 
nostrils of Blueskin often would show, Wash- 
ington was always in at the death, and 
yielded to no man the honor of the brush. 

TALE OF THE BLACK FOX. 

The foxes hunted in the early part of the 
eighteenth century were gray foxes, with one 
exception. This was a famous black fox 
which, differing from his brethren of gray, 
would flourish his brush, set his pursuers at 
defiance, and go from ten to twenty miles 
at end. outdistancing both dogs and horses. 
What was truly remarkable is that he w’ouid 
return to his place of starting on the same 
night so as always to be found there the 
ensuing morning. After seven or eight se- 
vere runs, without success, Billy recom- 
mended that the black reynard should be loft 
alone, giving it as his opinion that he was 
near akin to another sable character inhabit- 
ing a lower region and as remarkable for 
his wiles. The advice was adopted from ne- 
cessity and ever thereafter, in throwing off 
the hounds, care w’as taken to avoid the 
haunt of the unconquerable black fox. 

The chase ended, the party would return 
to the mansion house, where, at the well- 
spread board and with the cheerful glass, 
the feats of the leading dog, the most gallant | 
horse or the boldest rider, together with the | 
prowess of the famed black fox, were all dis-! 
cussed. Washington never permitted even I 
his pleasure to infringe upon the order and! 
regularity of his habits. After a few glasses! 
of madeira he would retire to his bed sup- 
perless at 9 o’clock. 

VULCAN AND THE HAM. 

Of the French hounds there was one named 
Vulcan and w’e bear him better in reminis- 
cence from having often bestrid his ample 
back in the days of juvenility. It happened 
that upon a large company sitting down to 
dinner at Mount Vernon the lady of the man- 
sion discovered that the ham. the pride of 
ev'ery Virginia housewife’s table, was miss- 
ing from its accustomed post of honor. 

Upon questioning Frank, the butler, this 
portly, and at the .same time most polite and! 
accomplished of all butlers, observed that a 
ham, yes, a fine ham, had been prepared, 
nay, dished agreeably to the madam’s orders. | 
but lo and behold! who should come into the. 
kitchen while the .savory ham was smoking 
in its dish but old Vulcan, the hound, and 
without more ado fastened his fangs into it. 
Although they of the kitchen had stood 
bravely to such arms as they could secure 
and had fought the old spoiler desperately, 
yet Vulcan had finally triumphed and bore 
off the prize, aye, “cleanly, under the keep- 
er’s nose.” 

The lady by no means reli.shed the loss of 
a dish which formed the pride of her table, 
and uttered some remarks by no means 
favorable to old Vulcan, or indeed to dogs 
in general. The Chief, having heard the 
story, communicated it to his guests and 
with them laughed heartily at the exploit of 
the stag hound. 

In 1787, General Washington being called 
to preside in the convention which formed 
the federal constitution, he gave away his 
hounds and bid adieu forever to the pleasures 
of the chase.

The Salubria Stable’s mare Knot, a 
daughter of Jack Atkin, gave visitors at 
Saratoga a sample of great speed Friday 
morning when she galloped five-eighths in 
59%. 

Messenger, the colt raced in the silks of 
August Belmont at Saratoga Tuesday, is a 
handsome chestnut son of Fair Play and 
Mission and, accordingly, a half-brother to 
Missionary, which is by Hourless. Mission 
is the largest brood mare at the Nursery 
Stud, standing 16 hands 1 inch. 



SIMMS AND OLIVER HORSES 



Recovered from Recent Epidemic 
and Are Now Ready 
to Race. 



SAUATO(^,A. .N. Y.. August 4.— After a 
long siege of bad luck w’hich began early in 
the spring of the year in Maryland the 
horses of the Xalapa Farm and I..exington 
Stables, both of which are under the care 
of trainer Roy Waldron, have finally come 
into their own again. Their splendid show- 
ing the first time out after an absence of 
several months from the races, due to ill- 
ness. is a tribute to the ability of Waldnvn 
as a conditioner of thoroughbreds, and he 
appears to have a great future in store for 
him in his chosen profession. At present 
Waldron has twelve racers in his charge, 
including five three-year-olds— Lucky Hour, 
My Play, Missionary. Southern Cross and 
Kunstar. The latter is the property of 
A. B. SpreckeKs, but he has been in the Ed- 
ward F. Simms establishment since last 
year. 

The performance of Southern Cross in 
winning a maiden race and running a mile 
in 1 :38 was meritorious. Waldron worked 
hard in an effort to get this son of 
Luke McLuko — Pamphyle to his best form 
for the local meeting. W'hen he sent him 
to the post he had him as fit as a horse 
could be. He contended all along, as did 
James W. McClelland, general manager of 
the Simms thoroughbred interests, that th s 
colt was a good one and he would prove it 
the first time he was called upon. 

W aldron is an ex-jockey and it has been 
only a few years since he forsook the sad- 
dle because of increasing weight. He w’as 
never regarded as a real star rider, but 
was a steady pilot and held his own fairly 
well. His first connection with the Xalapa 
Farm Stable was in the capacity of agent, 
but he was later appointed trainer. 

The crop of young trainers who rode races 
in recent years is increasing rapidly. 

Among those on hand here are John Loftus, 
Roscoe Goose, Joe Notter, William Knapp 
and a number of others. In addition to 
these there are many jockeys of the olden 
years following the training profession, such 
as B'red Taral, John Schorr. William Shield.^, 
Max Hirsch, John McCauley and. perhaps, 
a dozen or so more.

It might be said on behalf of 
I^ady Madcap that there was a question of 
her ability to race through the mud and an 
effort was made to scratch her before the 
running. 

The race run by Blazes wa.s a particularly 
good one, considering the fact that he did 
service as a stock horse last spriiig and was 
out of training for a long time. The race 
.should do him good. It was his first appear- 
ance under silks this year and he should 
go on to better things before the end of 
the Saratoga meeting. 

Sequel, an imported daughter of Book and 
Glandavedogue, was an easy winner of the 
opening five-eighths dash for two-year-old 
fillies. At the end .she was easily able to 
beat Tassel. Sun Doll and fifteen others. 
Little time was lost at the post and Fator 
was lucky to get Sequel clear in the fir.st 
few strides and she had speed enough to rush 
into a safe lead and the result was never in 
doubt. Sun Doll and Tassel were always 
racing forwardly, while Malmsley was going 
well until she ran out badly on the stretch 
turn and it cost her any chance she might 
have had for a part of the purse. There w’as 
a deal of unavoidable interference in the 
running, while at the start John E. Madden's 
Heirloom propped when the barrier rose and 
was virtually left. 

There were tw'o mishaps in the steeple- 
chase. Sea Scot while a close contender un- 
seated W. Hunt at the fifteenth jump, while 
Tell Me fell at the eighth. The winner was 
J. S. Cosden’s Hallavill and he won with 
such ease that he did not need the help of the 
mishaps that befell the other two. The 
Greentree Stable’s Mohican was a distant 
second, with W. Keating’s Bryan O, Ljmn 
an equally distant third and F. Broddus’ old 
New Haven was the only other to complete 
the course. 

There was plenty of excitement in the 
fifth race, a five-eighths dash for maiden 
two-year-olds, when Sun Thistle, a half sister 
to Sun Briar, reared up and fell with A. 
Johnson while at the post. She ran away, 
but was caught by “Red Coat” Murray in 
the mile chute. No real harm was done, ex- 
cept that Johnson was rolled about in the 
mud. The winner was J. S. Cosden’s Henna, 
and A. B. Hancock outsmiled “Billy” Garth 
after the finish, for he had bred the filly. 
Ethnea raced to second place and third w;m 
the portion of August Belmont’s Felside, a 
good looking chestnut daughter of Fair Play 
and Felicidad that was making her racing 
debut. Sun Thistle, after her crazy antics 
at the post, proved she wras a fast beginner 
when she took the lead at the rise of ths 
barrier and set a fast pace to the stretch. 

At the end of the program a three-quartei’S 
dash for three-year-old fillies proved little 
more than an exercise gallop for Montfoi^t 
Jones’ Fair Phantom. Only four went to 
the post and Bee’s Wax raced to second 
place, with J. S. Cosden’s Roulette a distant 
third and the Lexing^ton Stable’s Prelude 
last. 

Book, the sire of Sequel, winner of ihe 
opening dash, is a .son of Palmiste, winner 
or the French Derby of 1897. 

Simplex was raced in blinkers in the open- 
ing dash and the same equipment was used 
by Sandy McNaughton on Georgie when he 
won the Mechanicville Handicap. 

Capt. Thomas J. Clay, formerly a steward 
on the Kentucky racing circuit and owner 
of the Balkowan Stud at Lexington, was an 
arrival for the yearling sales. 

Luke Le Blond, of American Girl and Gold 
Mine fame, was a belated addition to the 
ranks of the regulars. He came from Cin- 
cinnati.
